always so whenever the men refuse 
to obey. You may imagine the 
dreadful plight of those wretches 
forced’ to work against their broth- 
ers and against their country.” 

This is but another infamy which 
goes to swell the already long list of 
s0 many others, and on which it is 
useless to offer comment. And what 
can one say as to the treatment in- 
flicted upon the Russian prisoners 
in Germany as revealed by the Jour- 
nal des Debats from information 
contained in the Russkoe Slova? 

This is nothing short of the must 
abominable martyrdom as attested 
and vouched for by numerous recit- 
als and letters and even illustrations 
which have been supplied by some 
escaped prisoners. Russian prisoners 
are made to travel under such dis- 
gusting and horrible conditions that 
many die during the journey 
inanition and asphyxiation. They 
die, but their corpses are left stand- 
ing supported by their comradcs, 
since 80 soldiers are crowded in 
carriage which at the best could ac- 
commodate only 20, and the journey 
lasts three days and three nights. 

On arrival at their destination the 

risoners are 
abor, and abominably fed. The Ger- 
mans compel them to work on the 
manufacture of shells and the pre- 
paration of asphyxiating gases. They 
are driven in hundreds to digging of 
trenches under the shrapnel and gun 
fire of the Russians, 

If the prisoners refuse, they are 
unmercifully beaten and starved and 
condemned to solitary confinement, 
with their right hand fastened with 
chains to their left foot. In this 
pitiable condition they are left for 
weeks at a stretch, or they are sus- 
pended from a torturing rack. 

All this the poor miserable pri- 
soners endure most heroically; it is 
their best chance of avoiding © still 

reater infamies, There have been 
Bundreds of similar cases, and these 
repeat themselves every day where 
soldiers, in order to escape working 
against their country, cut off either 
one or two of their fingers, or even 
the whole hand, 

In the German system of  repres- 
sion, special mention must be made 
of the asphyxiating coffin, This is 
a large tin box in the shape of a cof- 
fin, wherein the condemned man is 
placed after being suitably bound 
and gagged, and the lid is then her- 
metically sealed in order to prevent 
the influx of fresh air. 


The poor miserable wretch soon 
begins to stifle, and finally loses 
consciousness, when the coffin is 


opened and the patient is revived by 
the administration of a 
and then once more thrown back 
into this infernal coffin of torture, 
As regards the torturing rack, to 
uluch allusion ts made above, this is 
a stake fitted with all conceivable 
manner of fine cords, The condemn- 
ed man is suspended in such a man- 
ner that these cords bite into the 
flesh as soon as the members become 
stretched under the weight of his 
body. Even the most hardened sol- 
diers are unable to resist this form 
of torture more than two hours. As 
soon as they lose consciousness, they 
are Iect down and they regain con- 
sciousness, but the same torture be- 
gins again on the morrow, and to 


think that the official dose of this 
punishment lasts 28 hours!

For the first time there has come 
from Berlin an admission of the 
‘truth as to the perilous situation of 
the central empires. It is not offi- 
cial, but it passes the censorship in 
jthe dispatches of the wholly sympa- 
thetic Karl von Wiegand, 

Mr. von Wiegand says the central 
empires are like a strong fortress 
stormed and assaulted on all sides 
by besiegers, The fact is obvious to 
the impartial observer. It is interest- 
jing that in Germany it should be re- 
_cognized and confessed. 
| How different is this picture from 
jthat which was painted not long 
since in the columns of the German 
press and in the articles of Messrs. 
‘yon Wiegand and Schutte. Then we 
were told in graphic terms of the 
triumphant advance of Teuton arms. 
| Russia, Serbia, France 
and Italy each in turn felt the crush- 
‘ing power of the Kaiser and his ally. 
,Great Britain, we were told, had been 
robbed of her glory and strength as 
jmistress of the seas. The plans of 
the entente for a co-ordinated offen- 
sive had been frustrated by German 


skill and German prowess. France 
was on the verge of collapse and 
England would never be ready. 


Russia staggered and Italy retreated. 

Now the scene changes. Russia, 
Italy, France and Great Britain are 
hurling their strength against the 
thinning Teuton wall. They are do- 
i what the central empires have 
never been able to do—pressing an 
offensive in three fronts at the same 
time. To those who have studied the 
progress of the war with intelligent 
and impartial interest it has been ob- 
jvious that sooner or later this would 
happen. But it is not what the Kai- 
ser expected when he launched his 
armies against Belgium, although it 
is what he has feared since the battle 
of the Marne. Every effort of the 
central empires since that

military strategy of the entente. It 
jalso failed. Then the drive on Serbia 
was begun to hold Turkey in line ss 
an ally and to enlist the aid, if pos- 
sible, of Bulgaria, Roumania and 
Greece. It held Turkey, but to small 
purposes, It won Bulgaria, but fail- 


ed to win the others; it left the situ- |

We 
rushed them with the bayonet and 
bombs, and some of them put up a 
good fight, | had one fellow in 
front of me, and felt myself a ‘goner,’ 
for 1 tumbled over some wire, when 
one of our chaps got his bayonet into 
him, The next second a German 
‘outed’ my chum, ‘Never fear, Jock,’ 
he said, ‘you did the same trick for 
me once,” That chap’s left a wife 
and six bairns away up North,” added 
the Scot.

FALL COATS THE A: 


OF SMARTNESS 


T THIS time every woman is 
keenly interested in the coming 


styles for fall. Altho there are 
many questions not yet settled, there is 
every reason to believe that the coat for 
fall will be a long one, whether it belongs 
to a suit or is a separate and independent 
affair. On the page are a few models 
which portray important features of the 
wrap and which will help the woman to 
decide on an artistic, becoming and satis- 
factory coat. 

An ecclesiastic effect is noticeable in 
the coat of blue velour, The chasuble 
back and panel front are outlined with 
four rows of blue silk and silver em- 
broidery. The embroidery also outlines 
the pocket opening. The high collar, 
made to be worn either open or closed, 
is of the blue velour, lined with gray, and 
fastens in front with two tabs which 
button at each side of the neck. When 
open, the collar spreads in the wide, 
fan-shaped Medici form. The sleeve is 
set in at the normal shoulder line, and 
is very ample at the wrist. The coat is 
belted across the front at a slightly low 
waist line. 

Extreme fullness is still the keynote 
of wraps. In the wrap cut circular this 
feature is very much emphasized. Deep 
red velour is the material chosen for 
the coat, and Belgian hare gives a satis- 
fying touch of the essential fur. The 
yoke at the back is most interesting, 
being cut in six sections, flaring up to 
form a high, turn-over collar. The 
sleeves are in raglan form. Two fasten- 
ings, one at the neck and one at the hip, 


ornaments made of red sik cord and 
rows of stitching are additional touches 
which add to the richness of the coat. 

The tan coat belongs to a suit and in- 
dicates the length of coats for the early 
fall suits. The material is broadcloth 
and the fur is seal. Pockets continue to 
be in great favor. They are here placed 
at each side of the skirt of the coat and 
are outlined in fur. The long sleeves 
show an interesting mounting, being set 
in at the normal armhole with tab trim- 
ming. The cloth belt, cut in one with 
the front, is trimmed thru the center 
with a fur band. The full skirt has a 
belt made of the fur, which is run thru 
slashes in the cloth. 

The Japanese collar is a favorite fin- 
ish for the fall evening wrap. Change- 
able rose taffeta is the material chosen 
for the wrap showing this note. It is 
lined with blue chiffon and embroid- 
ered with gold beads at the hem; and, 
oddly enough, the lining hangs loose 
from the wrap. The high standing col- 
lar, springing from a low rounded neck 
line, is made of brown velvet and is 
boned to give a Japanese effect. It is 
lined with chiffon. The sleeves are un- 
usual, being formed by a godet insertion 
at the sides. The ornaments appearing 
on the back of the collar are made of 
taffeta and are beaded in gold and white. 
A successful use of rose-colored fringe 
and gold beads is seen on the ornaments 
and on the edge of the godet sleeves.

Farm Grafters 
Ravages of Parasites on Farm Ani- 
mals Should Be Checked. 


To graft is to live at the expense 
of someone else. 
expense the grafting is done knows 
of it and consents to it, then no crime 
has been done. If it is done without 
his knowledge and consent, then it 
becomes a crime- t in the full 


sense or meaning of the word, But} 


in either case the grafter is what is 


{known by another name—a_ parasite 


The parasites found on farm ani- 
mals and plants are criminal grafters 
and should be dealt with accordingly. 
When found, the extreme — penalties 
of the laws of war should be visited 
upon them, for farming is a war as 
well as a business. 

lf there is any time of the year 
when the chickens should be watched 
carefully for lice and mites, the 
worst grafters in the poultry busin- 
ess, it is right now. The warm wea- 
ther stimulates their growth and de- 
velopment. The chickens are render- 
ed more or less indolent by the sum- 
mer heat, so they do not fight these 


pests as hard as on more comfort-| 


able days, nor do they rustic so hard 
for food. The hot weather is in it- 
self enough for them to have to fight 
against without having to feed these 
grafters with their very life’s blood, 

Among the livestock, chickens are 
more apt to suffer from the ravages 
of parasites or grafters than any 
others. And they should be watched 
carefully and given every aid pos- 
sible; especially the young stock, 
which is now building the founda- 
tion for its future usefulness, Spray 
their quarters thoroughly with a 
strong insecticide. If you find them 
constantly picking at themselves, 
give their bodies a thorough | a 
ment with some good and patient in- 
good of your 
poultry business, get rid of the graf- 
ters.

In certain districts a homesteader in good stand- 
ing may pre-empt a quarter-section alongside his 
homestead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in each of three 
years after carning homestead patent also 50 acres 
extra cultivation.
